PURPOSE: The titled preventive that is composed of an adsorbent. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective preventive is prepared using an adsorbent which 
can adsorb fatty acids and cholesterols formed by digestion in digestive organs. 
Any adsorbents can be used, if they can adsorb substances causing adult diseases 
such as fatty acids and cholesterols. The adsorbent particles are preferably 
coated with protecting membranes which is not digestible in the living body 
and is porous so that the adsorption ability may not decrease. Further, the 
protecting outer layer is made of such a material as being dissolved in the 
time when the adsorbent passes through the stomach so that the adsorbent 
particles do not adsorb gastric juice.

PURPOSE: The titled preventive agent consisting of an adsorbent. 

CONSTITUTION: An obesity preventive agent obtained by containing an adsorbent 
capable of adsorbing nutriments, digested and decomposed in intracorporeal 
digestive organs. Any adsorbent capable of adsorbing digested carbohydrates 
or fats, etc., may be used as the adsorbent. A protective film provided on the 
surface of adsorbent particles consists of preferably a nontoxic material undigest- 
ed in intracorporeal digestive organs and is preferably constituted not to deterio- 
rate the adsorptivity of the adsorbent so much but to have micropores, etc. 
The outer layer of the protective film provided on the surface of the adsorbent 
particles is constituted of a material dissolving in a time for passing through 
the stomach and preferably made to prevent the adsorbent particles from 
adsorbing gastric acid, etc.. during passing through the stomach. 

EFFECT: Problems of obesity can be remarkably solved simply by drinking this 
agent.

PURPOSE: The titled preventive agent, containing an ingredient prepared by 
separating and removing a steroid compound from bile of birds or animals 
and capable of exhibiting preventive effect comparable to that of steroid agents 
on inflammations caused by allergy IV type by administration before induction 
and without side effect. 

CONSTITUTION: A preventing agent for allergic diseases, obtained by removing 
steroid compound, i.g. cyclopentanophenanthrene ring-containing substances 
consisting essentially of bile acid from bile of birds or animals by a dialysis, 
ultrafiltration method, etc.. to give a high-molecular weight fractionated sub- 
stance and suitably formulating the substance. Although several or more kinds 
of substances are mixed in the high-molecular weight fractionated substance, 
it is capable of inhibiting inflammation, e.g. contact dermatitis, infectious allergy, 
chronic hepatitis, etc., caused by allergy type IV in a degree not at all inferior 
to that of the steroid agent and without exhibiting side effect.

10 (1) An antiobestic agent, characterized by comprising 

an adsorbent agent. 

(2) An antiobestic agent, characterized by having a 

protective film formed on the surface of the particles of 

an adsorbent agent. 
15 (3) An antiobestic agent according to claim 2, wherein 

said protective film possesses minute pores. 

(4) A antiobestic agent according to claim 2, wherein 

said protective film is substantially dissolved after 

passing the stomach and intestines. 
20 (5) An antiobestic agent according to claim 2, wherein 

said protective film is formed of a plurality of layers, the 

upper layer being substantially dissolved after passing the 

stomach and intestines and the lower layer possessing minute 

pores .
